important We always did everything non- 
profit and ourselves, this takes a lot of 
energy, talking, time and money, but ifs 
worth it. the 'products' you get are made by 
yourself, you oontrolied (almost) everything 
and are responsible for it. This rs something 
what isnt taught in society, people are 
supposed to do one little part of the 
production, and therefore they alienate from 
their activities. Punk is not something you 
make money with, ifs a way of thinking. We 
think doing it like this is a much better way 
to deal with yourself and your band.

Around that time John and we decided he 
wan te d to piay with u:,. We already kntw him 
tx;-causo he was playing drums in 
"Perception' a grunge-band W outer plaved 
guitar in. and he seemed to be very 
enthusiastic (and also fast?) And having a 
Veaf* drummer. Maarten could play his 
- .-ed gurtar again. We poetised every 
Friday afternoon in Parkhof (where most of 
us wttere volunteers: taking care of the bar. 
cooking, cleaning etc.) and played a tot of 
shows, most of them together with Boycot, or 
because we got addresses from them. These 
shows where also ptayod outside Holland: in 
Belgium <^,juven). and a Tong-weekend-tour* 



Wlit we wrote enough songs to record, we 
mm* into the Bunt studio. After that we 
Oc*ded to do an LP with more Dutch bands. 
We asked our friends of Sobe response, 
whom we played a lot with, and who had the 
same views. po4rt>cal- and music wise. 
Secondly we asked Foint of Few. They also 
«4*mi a band we feft attached to. and also 
t-'vptfed us a lot The last band asked was 
OAoa Ki'ler. a screamo band from Groningen 
wmo impressed many when they played live 
in Pa-khof. At the end of 1999/ begrnntng of 
~ :>j the 'Sturm un Drang' Lp was released 
or, Wasted youth power records. They 
! a lot of money from their friends to 



release it. but it was worth it! 'Sturm und 
Drang' was a term used to name radical 
youth movements in the 1Sth century 
(Goefhe) and the 1960?s (Provo/ Paris '68). 
The songs on the LP where faster and a bit 
more 'complicated', although more rocking 
parts where ptayod. We still pl3yod a lot of 
shows, and wrote a bunch of new songs. 
Playing live we wanted the energy bursting 
from L'k? stage/ floor. We jumped around, 
danced and screamed a tot. We thought it s 
stupid to play so fast and just stand still, 
watching your guitar. Also, because people 
walching would just stand there watching all 
the time, we though we should give the 
example. 

Around the time the LP was released Boycot 
decided to call it a quits. Because Billi had 
been driving us around for quite a while and 
sang along "Gospelcore" with us on the fuck 
Christmas' show, wo thought it would be a 
good idea to add h-m to the band We played 
our first real show together in the 
'Katenderpanden' in Amsterdam, this was a 
great huge squat in the centre. In this squat a 
tot of shows where organised, but there also 
where movies, a kitchen, a bar, actions, 
houses, art studio's etc. The new songs 
where even faster than the songs before 
that, tne rocking parts had *aded, and things 
got more chaotic and raw. 

When we had written 9 new songs we 
decided to record them, agcin in the Bunt 
studio Roy of Balowski records wanted to 
release someining of us on vinyf. Wo wanted 
to do a spirt 7", again with our friends of Point 
of Few They should do a split wrth Insu" 
first, but because insults' DAT got tost in the 
mail, the Point of Few songs where used for 
the spirt with us. This spirt was released in 
the beginning of 2001 . Also around that time 
Johnny passed his exams and went to 
Australia for a year to work and have fun. So 
again we were looking for a drummer. 



We found a rx 
ptayed drums in the Fast Food Boys, a 
trashcore band from Amersfoort He really 
wanted to pi ay with us. and we really wanted 
him to play with us, so things were decided 
easily. After w© practised twice, we played 
our first show together in a squat in Don 
Bosch. Billi started as the singer in a new 
grindcrustcore band from Amsterdam, with 
members from all over the world. Betercore 
started playing shows with thorn also, and 
naturally plans for a spirt 7" where bom. But 
before that was released a summer tour was 
organised together with Oho de Gato ir, 
Eastern Europe, 1i shows in 13 days: 
Poland, Hungary, Czech Republic, Slovakija 
and Austria. This was really great, and 
something we wanted to do for some time 
already, tt was realty great to play shows ir 
these countries, countries which are too 
often skipped by touring bands, while there's 
a great and enthusiastic scene 



After the tour things got a bit more layed 
back, we dtdnt practice but only played 
shows. But the work for the split T for Olho 
de Gato began. The idea was. because of 
the problems Olho de Gato had on the tour 
at the borders (mainly because of visa's or 
even then dreads!!!), the things happened on 
the demonstrations at Genua, and a ■ 
demonstration we attended in Vienna, where 
we got in contact with "No border. No Nation', 
ttiat the theme had to be: 'Fuck the Borders'. 
This theme was also used finding a way of 
releasing it 7 labels where found who where 
willing to co-operate in the: 'international 
solidarity release'. Although only 3 labels are 
from outside Holland, we think this worked 
out pretty well, although ifs not as 
international as we hoped it would be.ifs still 
co-operation, right?! The T was released at 
the end of 2001 . containing songs who 
where recorded on the same session as the 
songs on the spirt wrth Point of Few. 

Because w: played a tot. we tost our 
rehearsal room, where we could only 
practise or. Saturday evening. Therefore 
thin-o got a bit slow We wrote and recorded 
2 songs tor the TfMedertrash in opkoms*?? 
(Dutch trash on the rise?) T in one week, 
and wrote one' song for the 'Maximaal 
onthnaf CD", which will have to be released 
on the day the new Dutch king Willem will 
many Maxima (the daughter of ex-Junta 
member Zorreguieta). 02-02-2002. This CD 
will contain songs against the monarchy by a 
tot of Dutch punk.' hardcore bands. After 6 
months of nothing we started practicing 
agatn. This long break had two main 
reasons, besides of de-motivation. Rogier, 
our drummer decided to leave the band. 
Also. W outer, who plays bass, became father 
of a daughter: Gwen, together wrth hrs 
grrrtfriend. Fleur. Now Geert-Jan switched 
from Gurtar to Drum. He already played 
drums in Vitamin X. and still plays drums in 
Beef for Breakfast and Tempers Rise.

In both 
these cases the scene did appear to die. .at least in a local sense 
So yeah.

Hi! My name is Yegor. f m from St Petersburg (city which 
rs situated in the north-west part of Russia and used to 
bo a capita! of tho country before 1917 revolution) and 
together with my friend Julia 1 am doing 3 zine called 
Voice. I will tell you a bit about hardcore scene in 
Russia. You know that Russia is really huge country, ct 
the scene here comparing to other countries is nifher 
small. Hardcore activities are concentrated mostly ;n 
Moscow. St Petersburg 3nd in few other cities which a.e 
not really far from contra! regions of country One or the 
main obstacles which prevents development and 
growing of our scene is isolation of the state that still exists. You know, we must haw visas for going nearly anywhere in Europe The same is 
for people from Europoan countries, who want to visit Russia, they all must have visas which are rather expensive. And they also have to deal 
with Russian customs which I think are tho worst in Europe. Another thing which prevents people from coming to Russia is negative image 
which is created in Western mass media. Yoah. life hero is much harder than in Europe and we have authoritarian and oppressive 
government but being in Moscow or St Petersburg is not more dangerous than being in Warsaw for example. Abo Ihe distances between 
different towns and regions in Russia are rather big. so traveling through Russia takes much time, but not that much money, 'cause gas and 
transportation are cheap comparing to western states. Only few foreign hardcore bands have played in Russ.a and a lot more gigs and tours 
failed. Another problem is lack of independent spaces to play. The only one 100% punk club is Jerry Rubin in Moscow (contact: ,i 
The administration of other clubs is often pushing their rules or opinions on people who organize shows Also there are just few people who 
are really active and organize something (shows, labels, distros). But I think in time the situation will change in time and all these things wiil 
improve. But still there is a lot of wotk to be done. Also I have to warn you that all Russian zincs are wntten in our native language and the 
bands almost always sing in Russian as well. Maybe it's because not everyone here speaks English even among younger generation. And 
please remember one thing: sending letter to someone in Russia co not write tho name of the label/distrcvband on the envelope, just address 
and name of "^o person. P.O. boxes are registrated to persons not to organization (which is a way cheaper), so this may cause some 
problems with post agency 

III begin with St Petersburg and north-west area because ifs where I live The most woll known he band here is Pyat Uglov (Five Corners), 
they play tough mt> of NYHC (in vein of Madball and metallic era Agnostic Front) and Hatebreed / Buned Aitve styled mosh-metal Their 
vocalist Igor "Ribson" used to sing in legendary band of early 90s called Dolphins (alternative music with post hardcore background). Pya; 
Uglov have toured Germany with Commin" Correct. They've got a demo tape and another tape with 4 songs out. both are sold out and now 
they are recording a full length which will come on the Gorman label Core-Tox records. You can try to contact Ihcm through their e-mail 
address: L :. : ".. In the beginning of 90s independent scene m Saint-Petersburg seemed to be like melting pot of different types of 

music Some interesting and somehow strange bands have appeared that time One of them was Chimera They played sc.moth,.- : ... 
chaotic haidcore punk with some metal and even jazzy influences and abstract poetic lyrics. They've split up after their singer Redf committed 
suicide in 1997. They ve got a CD. a split 7" with a Swiss hand S.F.D.F. and a couple of tapes out. Another bond that comes from this period 
of time is Bondzinski. They still exist but are net really acf.ve (play about 2 shows a year 1 ). The music tney do is something in a style of 
contemporary Dtschord records bands mixed with No Means No. Contact: m»n-».j?,".f-." JS:na < ru. One of the SrsJ hardcore bands in our city 
was Marradyory (Marauders). They played hardcore punk in the style of early 30s mixed wrth DRI type crossover. They have a few albums 
out The latest of them came on the rucking big Russian rock label called Hobgobl.n records which is also putting out some naSotiatetK 
bands. So it seems like people from Marradyory do not have any principles or ideals at all. Now they are busy attracting young girls wrth !n.ir 
pop-punk project Pod 812 Good luck guys! People from punk hardcore scene boyce* them! There are also some new bands appearing in 
our city. But most of them have played just few shows or havenl played any and do not have any records yet One of thorn is the band Gaficd 
'Tit I Die They've got together with a purpose to play old school hardcore but they sounded more punk and dirty and after 3 shows finally 
formed into something more Wee Kill Your Idols typo hardcore punk mixed with some pop-punk tunes. Another young band is For The Cause 
Most members live in Pushkin (small town near Saint-Petersburg). Tho music they play is mix of early 80s hardcore punk, youth crew and 
Cro-Mags-type metallic hardcore (e-mail them: in us?32rgvanac. ru). SVK (Svini v Kosmose - Pigs In Space) from Vyborg (beaucful town not 
far from SPb and near the Finnish border) are also representing North-West area. This band exists for a couple of years and features very 
young members (16-17 years old). They first started like Discharge/GBH type punk band (they sounded this way on the demo tape) and men 
transformed into fast hardcore punk with good political tyrics. They are a little bit influenced by local political pop-punk band PTVP (PosJcdmye 
Tanki V Parizhe).

This zine covers all styles of CfY 
non-commercial music and lot of political stuff. But the main focus is on punk and hardcore music. The issue * 7 came out few days ago. One 
of the guys who are doing this zine also runs SzSS distro a lot of stuff from Russia and ex-USSR and mostly crust and powerviotence records 
from other countries. SzSS also works as a label. The latest releases are Skafandr / Tri Kiesta instrumental split tape. Page 99 tape and 
Costa's Cake House / Secretos Del Corazon split tape (Dmitrij tvanov. PO Box 30. 195009, St Petersburg. Russia or www.svinoi.ee nor: -! . - 
diyhcffjlyartoo com).

Seconds with lyrics in English. Then they changed their name (to Skygrain) and music as well and began to write lyrics in Russian. I guess 
Skygrain were one of the best bands ever come from Russia. At the beginning the.! music was mostly new school influenced but then thoy 
turned to hard-hitting and somehow melodic old school hardcore with touch of Integrity. Their only 4-song demo was released on the tape 
compilation We Are AH Positive by SzSS. After changing their music once more, and changes in line-up they started to play under the na~ = 
Tri Kresta (XXX). Their music became something like chaotic hardcore with some emo influences, screaming vocals and great political and 
personal lyrics. They recorded a great demo, but their singer was not satisfied with how tho vocals sounded so it hasn't come out And I guess 
never win Pity They split a few years ago. Unconform is another positive hardcore band. They started in 1998. one year after they recorded
